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Communist China - Nepal : Communist China's 
assurances of full support for Katmandu against any 
outside attack are likely to worsen relations between 
India and Nepal. 

Speaking on the anniversary of the Sino- Nepalese 
boundary treaty on 6 October, Vice Premier and For- 
eign Minister Chen Yi promised that the Chinese 
Communist "government and people" will stand be- 
side Nepal if any foreign power attacks. 

Katmandu, which rebroadcast Chen Yi's remarks, 
is likely to find the Chinese statement useful in its 
stepped-up campaign against India for its encourage- 
ment of the Nepali exile movement. New Delhi has 
been trying recently to play its troubles with Kat- 
mandu in a low key. Peiping's interference in what 
Indians regard as their own security sphere, how- 
ever, might provoke an outburst wh ich in turn could
